Stepney Church Fire.—A fire broke out last

At the end of 
guur mouths 20,000 designs had been received from all parts 
ot Australia, from Canada, South Atrica, and as far north 
as the Shetland ‘Isles, Then the Federal Government 
decided to call for competitive designs, and agreed tu take 
over the Reviews of Reviews designs already received as the 
nueleus of its competition. An additional 13,000 flags were 
sent in, and the judges unanimously chose as the flag of 
Australia the British ensign with a Southern Cross on the 
tlag to denote Australia, and a six-pointed star on the 
'fourth staff" to indicate the States of the recently 
formed Cumamonwealth. In connection with the com- 
petution for a suitable design for a flag, designs were 
requisitioned for a Commonwealth seal, Here also the 
contest was exceptionally Keen. After careful consid- 
eration a most appropriate one was selected. Con- 
spicuvus on the obverse are the words, ** Advance, 
Australia!” ‘The artistic merit of the design on both 
reverse aud. obverse sides of the seal is considered in good 
taste.

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A Hero's Holocaust.

N the early eighties when we were stationed 
in India there was with us a chap named 
Alcester, who had just got his company.

Just as we go to press we learn that a fierce fire broke 
out last night in the barracks at 8S—-, where the Greys, 
commanded by Colonel Batler, are at present stationed. In 
another column tull details will be found. We regret to 
learn that e en the Hon. F. Alcester was seriously 
burnt, especially about the face and hands, in an attempt 
to rescue the children of one of the regimental sergeants 
from an upper room of the men’s quarters. Captain 
Alcester, it appears, hed brought one child safely to the 
ground, and was retmining for a second time to rescue a 


little child of about two, when he was overpowered by the | 


smoke, and fell into the burning room. He was with 
difficulty reseued. The second child was burnt. We are 
glad to learn that the sad ac ident to Captain Alcester is 
not likely to prove fatal, although he is fearfully burnt 
about the face, but it has caused great grief and sympathy 
in S——. It will be remembered that Captain Alcester's 
engagement to Miss Butler was announced some six months 
ago. He at present lies in the military hospital. We wish 
him a speedy recovery, and we are sure our readers will 
join us in this wish.
